The president added that 
he felt "certain that I voice the sen- 
timent of the entire cinzenrj of the 
republic in wishing him long life, 
happiness and prosperity in the re- 
frement he has so r*ghlj earned " 


Citing General Pershing s arrival 
today at the automatic retirement 
age of sixty-four years the executive 
order, after reminding the country of 
its "obligation to one whose accom- 
plishments contributed so largely to 
the defense of the world's liberties."

tiveness. that was kept inactive only 
through the efforts of a hundred 
bailiffs and detectives stationed out- 
side the- criminal coiirt. and 
rifle 


guards for a block around. 


The writer walked in upon a young 


man—rHamilton Loeb. son of Jacob 
and first cousin of "Dickie"—seated 
at a switchboard. 
The switchboard 


had one wire connected with Char- 
levoix. summer home of "Dickie's" 
parents, where the latter are ser- 
iously ill: one wine connected* with 
Hamilton's homo, in which his young 
wife sat. a radio ear phone on one 
ear..a telephone receix-er to the other, 
and a third wire left upen in the 
event news should come from court. 


Hamilton had been waiting: this 


•way for ten minutes. In Charlevobc. 
Ernest, a brother of "Dickie" who 
has been at his parents' side in their 
illness, while Alien, the older brother, 
watched at the trial, had been wait- 
ing on a special line the same length 
of time.
